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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

This communication is in response to the amendment of 8/5/201 0. . Accordingly, 
Claims 33-67, 69 are currently pending in the application. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 33-67, 69 are allowed. 



2. Claims 33 and 49 is allowable over the prior art of record since the cited 
references taken individually or in combination fail to particularly disclose 
receive a first auxiliary coding corresponding to only the first data packet, 
wherein; the first auxiliary coding identifies a first identifier; the first auxiliary 
coding is different from the training seguence; and the first identifier is different 
from the training seguence; recover the first identifier from the first auxiliary 
coding; and retrieve a first set of one or more parameters from a database table 
based on the first identifier and receive a second auxiliary coding corresponding 
to only the second data packet. It is noted that the closest prior art Lindoff (US 
6853681 ), in view of Lai et al. (US 20020075947), in view of Monk (US 7499397), in 
view of Trans (US 200501 86933) shows a receiver in which one or more of a 
synchronization technique, a channel model, a channel estimation technique, and/or an 
equalization technique are selected in order to optimize the training sequence being 
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used and eliminate distortions introduced by the receiver. However the stated prior art 
fails to disclose or render obvious to the above underline limitations as claimed.
